Valpo Here Saturday

Saint Joseph’s 1978 foot- 
ball season all boils down to 
one last game, when Val- 
paraiso University comes to 
invade the home of the Pumas 
Saturday afternoon at 1:30 
as part of Parents Weekend. 

Red-hot Valparaiso brings 
with it a 5-3 season record 
and a 3-1 conference record, 
tops in the Heartland Colle- 
giate Conference after winning 
its last five games in a row 
and beating tough Indiana 
Central last Saturday, 20-12, 

Quarterback Cortie Wilson 
is the sparkplug who powers 
the Crusaders’ explosive of- 
fense. Wilson’s long and accu- 
rate passes can be found 
more often than not in the 
arms of Valpo’s three top- 
flight receivers: Jeff Heintzel- 
man, Joe Zmuda, and Mike 
Schoenbohm. The Crusaders' 
defensive line is held togeth- 
er by rushmen Randy Riese 
and Jim Prochaska, and line- 
backers Len Nelson, and Kris 
Axberg. 

Saint Joseph’s, meanwhile, 
must be able to stand up and 
brush itself off after falling 
to a 14-10 defeat at Evans- 
ville last Saturday, thus 
making the Pumas’ season 
record 4-4-1 and their confer- 
ence record 2-2. 

SJC scored first on a 
Duwayne Mill one-yard plunge 
and Ray Banary ’s extra-point 
conversion, after a 54-yard 
drive by the Pumas early in 
the first quarter. Evansville 
stormed back with two con- 
secutive touchdowns, one on 
a 30-yard pass from Jon 
Shivener to Steve Wright, 
and the other on a fumble 
recovery from the Puma one- 
yard line, as Randy Bivin 
dove into the end zone with 
Shivener’s fuHfible. The Pumas 
closed out the scoring in the 
second quarter on Ray Ba- 
nary’s 37-yard field goal. 

Statistically, the Pumas 
were overpowered by the 
Aces. The Pumas netted just 
seven yards rushing in 29 
carries; the Evansville defense 
made its point sharper in the 


third quarter, as the visitors 
were allowed only six plays 
for a net loss of 28 yards. 

Quarterback Mike Houston 
completed 15 of 31 passes 
good for 153 yards. Evansville 
netted 106 yards rushing and 
106 passing. 

This Saturday’s game ver- 
sus Valpo is a must-win situ- 
ation for Saint Joseph’s if 
the Pumas intend to retain' 
their conference co-champion- 
ship crown this year. Pending 
the outcomes of the Indiana 
Central - Georgetown and 
Butler - Evansville contests, 
the Pumas could gain a tie 
for first place.
